Unkmut, However, Says 


That Faulty Rivets May 


Result in Break-Up 


WASHINGTON.— (/P) —An opinion 


that the navy's flying fortress, the 
Akron, may be doomed to a repetition 
of the Shenandoah disaster because of 
hidden faulty materials was given the 
Rouse Naval Committee Wednesday. 


Continuing its investigation of the 


airship, the committee also heard the 
chief of the Navy's Aeronautics Bu- 
reau, Rear Admiral William A. Mof- 
fett, repeat that the Akron is the best 
lighter-than-air vessel ever built. He 
told how h« thought she could defend 
herself from attacks on all sides, her 
five fast airplanes darting into the 
fray and her 18 machine guns pouring 
explosive shells at enemy aircraft. . 


E .C. Davidson of Mount Ida, Va., 


general secretary of the International 
Association of Machinists, presented 
the criticism. 


He said two men who worked on 


the Akron, W. B. Underwood of Mad. 
isonviile, Tenn., and Lieut Col. E. C. 
McDonald, a Washington, D. C., re- 
serve officer, first brought to him the 
reports of defective materials. 


Their complaints, Davidson testified, 


we^e turned over to the navy with a 
request that tha names be kept secret 
because the men feared being "fram- 
ed, blacklstedi" and possibly made 
"victims of bodily harm." 


After the investigation began, both 


were discharged, Daivdson said, and 
the navy found no evidence of faulty 
work. 


In- the part of tha ship where Un- 


derwood and McDonald worked, Dav- 
idson said, there were from 500 to 600 
defective rivets. 


"What would be the effect of this 


poor riveting after the ship had been 
in the air awhile?" asked Represen- 
tative McClintic, Democrat, Oklahoma. 


"She would break up," Davidson an- 


gwwed. "These two gentlemen in- 
formed me that in one of the tests an 
engine room pulled loose and that it 
was not reported to the government. 
I don't know whether that is true or 
not."

One of the most Interesting Mission 


churches in New Mexico is the San 
Felipe de Neri Church in Old Albu- 
querque more familiarly called Old 
Town by the modern city to the* east. 
Established in 1706, the church has 
been known by three different names. 


Francisco'Cuervo y Valdez, who suc- 


ceeded De Vargas as temporary gov- 
ernor of New Mexico, determined1 to 
perpetuate his name. He established 
a Spanish(town or "villa" in the valley 
of the Rio Grande. lie called' the villa 
—and church—San Francisco de Al- 
burquerque, In honor of the viceroy 
of New Spain, the Duke of Albur- 
querque, and himself. It became the 
third Spanish town in New Mexico. 


Instead of being praised, however, 


Governor Cuervo Was reprimanded by 
the viceroy for having established the 
town without authority, and although 
his request for church ornaments and 
vestments was granted, the name of 
the church and villa was changed to 
San Felipe de Alburquerque, in honor 
of the king, Don Philip (Felipe) V. 
Many years later the church was 
again renamed, and called San Felipe 
de Neri, the name it is known by to- 
day. 
» 


.Owing to the consistent growth and 
consequent prosperity of the commun- 
ity of Albuquerque (as it is now spell- 
;d), San Felipe has not suffered the 
tato of Destruction as have so many 
other' Missions. It stands today as 
first built, embellished someVhat.,Its 
spires are remodeled, but it has the | 


original adobe walls, sapling roof, aod 
even the flooring in places. It i* stiti 
the sanctuary & devout natives,, and 
claims ths'dlstirictlon of betorthe old- 
est continuous^r-used church In the 
'United States* 
,„„„ 


The old leather-bound parish wsgL 


tersv hand-made, brittle pages yellow 
with age, are among" the priceless 
relics of the church. The baptism of, 
.an infant, Franceses LoOisa Garcia, 
was made the year of Benjamin 
Franklin's birth, 1706. The second en- 
try, July 24M70«, is that of the bap- 
tism of a Tigua Indian baby, parents 
unknown, to whom the name of John 
was given. The latter 
record was 


signed by Juan Mlngues, a Jesuit 
priest, later massacred in ah Indian 
Uprising. 


The record books, together with 


some valuable sacred paintings-by me- 
dieval Spanish artists, have been re- 
moved from the church for safe keep- 
ing, 
since an attempt to steal them 


was made several years ago. 


Lieutenant Zebulon Pike speaks of 


the church in his diary which he kept 
en route during his forced journey 
from Santa Fe to Chihuahua, Mex-; 
ico, under escort ~bf Governor Alen- 
casjer's soldiers, whose' prisoner he 
was in 1809, He was shown: hospitali- 
ty en route, and was entertained by 
the priests who were serving the par- 
ish of San Felipe de Neri. Pike 
praises highly the dinner, seVved'niin, 
and speaks feelingly of the beautiful 
Spanish maidens he encountered ift* 
the villa.
